Visalia Items. 


From theT ulare Times of May 9. 
Green peas are selling for five cents 
per pound. 
Strawberries made their appearance 
in our market. 
New dwellings will be erected in 
every portion of Visalia this Summer. 
Alfalfa and barley hay is being cut 
in many parts of the county. 
Harvesting of grain will begin in 
earnest in a week or two. 
A drunken Indian shot at Mrs. W. 
Sharp, in the Mussel Slough couutry, 
but fortunately did not hit her. 
We were shown by Mr. T. C. Hunt, 
of the Exchange Hotel, some fine 
specimens of anthracite coal, found in 
the foot-hills about twenty miles from 
Visalia. Tbis is quite a valauble dis­ 
covery. 


Curl Leaf. 


A. C. Meeker, of Lodi, w riting to 
the Stockton Leader under date of 
April 27th, gives the following con­ 
cerning curl leaf in peaches : 
“ I desire, through the medium of 
your columns to give, for the benefit 
of your readers, the cause of, as well 
as the remedy for, the curled leaf in 
the peach. 
And I speak from a thor­ 
ough experience, and know whereof I 
speak. The cause of the curled leaf is 
this : The hot sun in the Summer and 
Fall, during the dry season, dries the 
bark on the trees, so that it becomes 
bark-bound; and when the sap starts 
up in the Spring, there is no room to 
form a growth of wood, which is es­ 
sential to the health of the tree. In 
consequence of the tree being bark- 
bound, the sap is forced up into the 
top af the tree, thence out into the 
leaves, which substance makes them 
grow thick and pulpy, and the sun 
curls them up, so that you may take 
them in your hand and squeeze the 
sap out of them. If let alone, the fruit 
will drop off and the tree wither and 
die. 
All this may 
be sucessfully 
prevented by the following process: 
In the Spring, when the san first starts, 
take a sharp knife and slit the bark 
from the ground up into the branches. 
This must be done in the new of the 
moon. It will loosen the bark and 
give the tree a chance to grow, and tho 
sap will not be forced Into the top of 
tlie tree to such an extent as to forma 
curled leaf, and the tree will be healthy 
and the fruit better. It is not too late 
yet to «ave your fruit. W hen you find 
the leaves beginning to curl, take your 
knife, In the new of the moon, and slit 
the bark, as before stated, and in one 
week you may take hold of the tree 
and shake off the curled leaves, and 
the fruit will still mature. 
I have 
thus saved my fruit after it had at­ 
tained a goo 1 size.

VASQUEZ CAPTURED. 


THE R3BBER SEVERELY, BUT NOf 


FATALLY WOUNDED. 


A Party of Los Angeles Men 


Reap 
the 
Honor 
of 


the 
Capture. 


Full Account of tho Suc­ 
cessful Maneuvre Which 
Placed the Bandit in 
the Hands of 
the Law. 


If an earthquake had shaken tho 
foundation of our city and swallowed 
up one-lialf of our places scarcely 
more excitement would have ensued 
than that which followed tho an­ 
nouncement of the capture of Vasqucz 
yesterday afternoon. 
Tho City Fathers were in profound 
deliberation in their rooms,when there 
was a rush outsido the d- or, a crowd 
surged about the place, and some­ 
body snid,“Vasquez is caught.” The 
Council adjourned sine die, without 
ceremony. 
* 
In front of the entrance to the City 
Prison there was an extremely war­ 
like display. Tho Sheriff’s party, 
armed with numberless revolvers, 
Henry rifles, and shooting irons of va­ 
rious descriptions had just arrived, 
convoying a light spring wagon, in 
which was lying the man long sought 
for—the veritable Vasquez. 
The wounded bandit was lifted upon 
the shoulders of four men as he lay on 
his litter, and borne through the 
crowd into the jail, where lie was 
placed upon the floor to await medical 
assistance. 
The circumstances of the capture are 
as follows: For some time past, the 
authorities have had a spy out observ­ 
ing the movements of the robber and 
his gang, and by this means secured 
authentic information of their where­ 
abouts. About 8 o’clock Wednesday 
night, D. K. Smith came into the city 
with information which caused the 
immediate fitting out by Sheriff Row­ 
land of a party to go in pursuit. The 
party was made up of Under-Sheriff 
Albert S. Johnson, Major Mitchell, 
Emil Harris, Officer Hartlee, Sam. 
llryant, D. K. Smith, W. E. Rodgers, 
and G. A. Beers, correspondent for a 
San Francisco paper. Starting about 
1 o’clock yesterday morning, the party 
left 
the 
city 
and 
proceeded 
to the vicinity of Brea Ranch, about 
ten miles southwest of Los Angeles. 
Making a halt in Nicholas Cañón, at a 
place securely sheltered from view of 
the house where they had reason to 
expect the presence of their game, they 
sent out scouts to reconnoitre their po­ 
sition. Major Mitchell, with a field 
glass, proceeded to a side of the mount­ 
ain overlooking the house of Greek 
George, where unobserved he could 
view all that passed about the prem­ 
ises.After waiting some time, he saw 
Vasquez approach the place, dismount 
and picket his horse, and then go into 
the house. Another man came out, 
and taking two horses struck for the 
woods. Still another came upon the 
premises and went within. Without 
waiting for further developments, 
Mitchell rejoined his party, and they 
together proceeded to complete their 
plan of attack. A wood-wagon, com­ 
ing down the cañón about this time, 
was seized upon, and the occupants, 
two Mexicans, compelled to further 
the plans of the party, as will be seen, 
in a most valuable manner. The men, 
after securing their horses, sprang into 
the wagon-box, and there lay down, so 
as to be concealed from sight. Tlius 
lodged to their satisfaction, they lev­ 
eled their revolvers upon the two men 
on the seat in front, and under threats 
of instantly shooting them should 
they make the least sign towards giv­ 
ing an alarm, they drove direct for the 
house of Greek George. 
It was an interesting position, surely 
—packed like sardiaes in a box, lying 
on their backs, with tho sun glaring 
down into their faces, and jolting over 
the rough road. Their nerves, too, 
must have been at an interesting ten­ 
sion, as each minute brought them 
nearer to an expected conflict witli 
men of such known pluck and so thor­ 
oughly armed as Vasquez and his 
gang. Fortunately their plan of pro­ 
cedure was so excellently chosen and 
executed that their approach was not 
suspected by the occupants of tho 
house. It was stealing a march worthy 
of a general in the field. Too much 
credit cannot be given the managers 
of the expedition for the wily manner 
in which they executed this part of 
the programme. Meanwhile the os­ 
tensible wagon load of wood was near­ 
ing its point of destination. When 
within a few yards of the house, the 
Sheriff’s party leaped from their place 
of concealment and in an instant sur­ 
rounded the house. 
So sudden and so well guarded had 
been their actions, that they had ar­ 
rived without raising the least suspi­ 
cion as to their approach. The house 
was an ordinary aaobe, with a frame 
kitchen built in the rear. Around this 
they quickly gathered, and had every 
avenue of escape cut off. As Rogers 
approached the door, which was 
slightly ajar, the inmates for the first 
time became aware of the presence of 
the pursuers. A woman within sprang 
tiAhe half open door and made an ef- 
mein close and bar it, but her move- 
forced Otf anticipated and the door 
make ft before she had a chance to 
seated in the". Vasquez, who was 
took the instattP,eating his dinner, 
small single boudarm, and with a 
small window, not mopnt through a 
inches square, and lahtffui eighteen 
feet on the outside. Here hppon his 
by Hartlee, from whom he ^ met 


the contents of a double-barreled shot 
gun, and fell to the ground. Quipkly 
recovering, he sprang to his feet, and 
turning towards the west side of the 
house, made an effort to fly in that di­ 
rection; hut this time he was con­ 
fronted by Beers, who lodged a shot in 
his shoulder from a Henry rifle. 
Wheeling again, lie once more found 
himself confronted by Hartlee, who 
had thrown down his gun, and now 
covered the fugitive with his revolver. 
He now saw that escape was impossi­ 
ble, and throwing up his hands said, 
in English, “ Don’t shoot!” One other 
shot was fired, as he was in the act of 
surrendering himself, but it was all 
done so quickly that no intention to 
injure their captive is chargeable upon 
any one of the party. The rest of the 
inmates of the house were taken with­ 
out any violence. While some of the 
party took possession of the house and 
its occupants, others addressed them­ 
selves to caring for t lie wounded rob­ 
ber. At first it was thought that he 
was mortally wounded, and this was 
his own belief, as he expressed it to 
his captors. Examination, however, 
showed the wounds not to be so seri­ 
ous as supposed. At the first moment 
when he gave himself up, Vasquez 
turned to Hartlee and said, “ W hat’s 
your name?” A remark so singular 
prompted the inquiry subsequently as 
to his motive in asking the question, 
when lie said, “ I wanted to know the 
name of a brave man. I am not a 
coward myself, ami I like to know an­ 
other brave man.” 
Two of the robber's confederates, in­ 
mates of the house, were taken—one 
a man about forty years of age, and 
one quite young, not more than eight­ 
een or nineteen years old. They 
caused no trouble in their capture. 
Besides the three men, the Sheriff’s 
party captured two horses—one the fa­ 
mous white horse of Vasquez, and one 
grey belonging to anotiier of thp ban­ 
dits; three Henry rifles, one Spencer 
rifle, five six-shooters, 400 rounds of 
ammunition, a villainous looking 
dirk-knife belonging to Vasquez, and 
some other arms. Three saddles were 
also taken, two ef tifbm very fine ones, 
worth probably fifty dollars apiece. 
The valuable gold watch and chain 
which was taken from C. E. Miles 
some time ago, was also recovered. 
Vasquez said that if he had known 
Miles was a working man he would 
not have asked it of him. Probably 
not. When taken from the pocket of 
the robber, the watch did not have its 
own chain attached, but one of heavy 
silver. Hearing Miles making inqui­ 
ries after the missing chain, as he lay 
on the floor in the jail, Vasquez di­ 
rected one of his attendants to look 
into a certain pocket and tho article 
was produced. 
When first lodged in jail, the bandit 
expressed some anxiety as to his 
safety, and had several times to be as­ 
sured that no further harm would 
come to him. Dr. Wise was the first 
physician to attend the wounded man, 
and proceeded at once to extricate the 
bullets lodged in various parts of his 
body. Sebsequently Dr. Widney ar­ 
rived, and attended to bandaging the 
wounded parts. The man received 
two buck-3hot wounds through the 
fleshy part of the left arm, between 
the elbow and shoulder, one through 
tho muscle of the right arm, 
one in the shoulder, one in the 
right leg, one in the left nipple, com­ 
ing out under the arm, and one shot 
on the left side of the neck. All were 
flesh wounds, and though severe, will 
not necessarily prove fatal. The doc­ 
tors expressed their opinion that with 
proper treatment he will very soon re­ 
cover. 
Tt is a great wonder that he was not 
killed, after standing such a fire as he 
did, and receiving so many balls. At 
latest accounts last night he was sleep­ 
ing, and the doctors interdicted the 
slightest disturbance to break his rest. 
He was very weak from loss of blood, 
hut otherwise in as favorable condition 
as could be expected. It will doubt­ 
less be several weeks before he can be 
removed from his present quarters. 
Concerning the general success of 
the expedition, we will say that it was 
perfect. Although a part of the ban­ 
dit’s party have succeeded in making 
their escape, still their power is broken, 
now that their chief is captured. 
Doubtless the others will soon find the 
coils tightening about them, so that 
they will either leave the country or 
one by one find themselves taken into 
custody. At all events, yesterday was 
a g l<d day for Southern California; a 
day in which the majesty of the 
law was vindicated and an effectual 
check placed upon outlawry in this 
part of tiie country forever. Our re- 
E 
orts concerning the expedition have 
ecu gathered from various members 
of the Sheriff’s party, as we have been 
able to interview them for a few min­ 
utes at a time. But everybody was so 
excited over the affair that hardly any 
one was able to give a clear consecu­ 
tive account of the whole proceeding. 
Doubtless there are some inaccuracies 
in our uccouut, but in the main it is 
correct. 
If any should still question whether 
tho real Vasquez has been caught, 
they may set their doubts 10 rest with­ 
out further quibbling. The bandit lias 
been identified by numbers who have 
the best reason in the world for know­ 
ing him, having confronted him at 
various times as an enemy and as a 
robber. Besides, he does not pretend 
to deny his identity, 0nd owns that 
his bandit days are over and that he# 
is “in for it” finally this time. 
* 


The following is a clear and correct 
summary ot tho movements of Vas­ 
quez since the Rappetto robbery, and 
of tlie man who planned and effected 
his capture. After Major Mitchell’s 
party followed and captured the ban­ 
dit’s camp in Tejunga Cañón, little 
was known of the real movements of 
Vasquez until some two weeks ago. A 
part of the time Major Mitchell was 
acting independent of Sheriff Row­ 
land, but latterly the Sheriff has 
known all of Mitchell’s operations. 
We now leave Mitchell, Morse and 
others, whose expeditions have already 
been jiublished, and take up the thread 
of Sheriff Rowland’s plans. His mode 
of operation was to watcli and wrait, 
and so careful and discreet was he that 
his most intimate friends supposed he 
was giving the Vasquez matter very 
little attention. 
TIIIS WAS A MISTAKE. 
Rowland had a little bird who told 
him every movement of the bandit 
and his gang, and on several nights he 
has ridden out and reconuoitcred the 
Vasquez camp, but on each occasion 
the little bird told him not to attempt 
the capture. This happened so often 
that he began to suspect the bird 
might be playing him. This, how­ 
ever, was not true, as the sequel 
proved—the bird telling tho truth in 
every instance. 
FALSE REPORT. 
The reports that Vasquez was in the 
habit of visiting the house of a woman 
in this city, after nightfall, had no 
foundation in fact, but if it bad been 
true, Rowland would have captured 
him, for lie knew of the story and the 
house, and watched the interior of the 


woman's room night after night. Tt 
is safe to say that until to-day Vas­ 
quez lias not been in this eity during 
the past three months. Vasquez had 
two men constantly watching the 
Morse party wh’.le in this portion of 
the State, and no one was more 
thoroughly posted on tho movements 
of Morse and Cunningham than the 
bandit. It was Rowland who baffled 
Vasquez. He was so cool, and appar­ 
ent y indifferent as to whether ti o 
robbers were caught or not that the 
bandit at times really thought ho had 
nothing to fear from him. He was 
mistaken. 
Like Prospero’s Ariel, 
Rowland’s 
LITTLE BIRD 
Was obedient to his slightest com­ 
mand, and flew here and there and 
everywhere, collecting information 
and delivering it to its master. It 
told him that for tho past two weeks 
Vasquez and his gang had made their 
headquarters at the house of Greek 
George, on the Brea Ranch, ten miles 
from the city; that Vasquez spent 
most of his days in the house, but 
slept at night some distance away in 
the open air, with his horse always 
saddled and his Spencer rifle by his 
side. It gave him an exact diagram 
of the house, told him in what room 
Vasquez stopped, in what room his 
arms were, and the number and qual­ 
ity of those arms. It told him how 
Vasquez’s horse was always kept sad­ 
dled and ready for traveling in the tall 
weeds rear to a window, through 
which Vasquez would jump in ease of 
a surprise. It told him on Wednesday 
night that on Thursday Vasquez would 
be at the house playing cards, hut that 
lie must not leave the city, as he was 
constantly under the eye of one of 
Vasquez’s spies. Here Rowland’s de­ 
tective shrewdness did him good ser­ 
vice. He quietly selected his party’, 
detailed his instructions and contin­ 
ued to walk about the streets in his 
usual apparently unconcerned manner. 
In a little time 
THE VASQUEZ SPY DISAPPEARED. 
His friends supposed he had got 
drunk and gone to some of the many 
houses he knew of, to sleep off his 
whiskey. They knew he was not in 
jail, for they sought him in that struc­ 
ture. Subsequent events proved that 
he did not get drunk, nor did he leave 
town. Rowland had shanghaed him 
and kept him under close guard, 
where his friends could not find him, 
until the party returned with their 
game from Greek George’s house. As 
Vasquez and his three associates were 
taken into the jail, the spy—the man 
who had been sent in to watcli Row­ 
land—was also marched into the same 
edifice. Then it was discovered that 
Rowland had been watching the spy 
more closely than the spy had watched 
him. Vasquez saw that he was trap­ 
ped, and how it was done. He says 
H E WAS BETRAYED, 
And assures Sheriff’Rowland that but 
for the treason of some friend he would 
not have been captured. It will be 
seen from the facts here detailed that 
Sheriff Rowland lias managed the 
whole affair in the most masterly 
manner. He worked carefully and 
patiently, and from the time Vasquez 
took up his headquarters at the house 
of Greek George he lias known his 
every movement. He struck the blow 
at the right time and in the right 
m qnnnf t a unnnrn o onnanoofnl rnenlt 
ea ne V* b W mLOMiU i« OUOOOOUIU1 1 b o u 1 Vi 
The men he selected were of the true 
and tried class, and they faithfully 
performed the dangerous task alloted 
to them. 
VASQUEZ SPEAKS. 
T h is ev ening, w hile w eak from lose 
of blood and suffering intense pain, 
the bandit manifested a disposition to 
talk with the Sheriff, lie told Mr. 
Rowland that he had been betrayed, 
and begged for the name of his be­ 
trayer. He thanked His captors for 
their kind treatment, and admittid 
that they had treated him well, and 
acknowledged the plan to have been 
well laid and admirably executed. He 
assured Sheriff’ Rowland that ho had 
no hand in the Tres Pinos murder, 
and says lie did not join the party un­ 
til an hour after it had left the scene 
of the murder. This is however a 
little too thin. He says it was his 
intention to have followed Sheriff’ 
Morse back to the vicinity of San 
Francisco, and capturing ten thousand 
dollars that he knew of, hasten again 
to this vicinity and take rest. Sheriff 
Rowland lias interrupted, if not indefi­ 
nitely postponed the carrying out of 
this plan. 
We may add that no 
woman in any way assisted in t|ie 
capture. Vasquez says he is too w¡su 
to trust his lito in the hands of a 
woman.________________
